Dnn's Review the failures ID number are 
about BOO below the average of the three 
previous yews, and 800 below January, 
1864. The liabilities are 43 per cent less 
than in January of last year, 53 per ocnt 
Itw than In January, 1896, nearly S3 per 
cent less than in 1895 and nearly 68 per 
cent less than in 1394. Nor is the decrease 
confined to either general division. In 
manufacturing, failures are about a qnar- 
t«r of those In 1894, and not much over a 
third of those last year or In 1896, even 
foiling • little below the remarkable rec- 1 
old of January, 189S, wbleb has been sur- 
passed In vary few months in any part of 
tin year. In trading the failures are more 
than £5 per cent less than lost year, over 
40 per cent lets than in 1866, nearly 40 
par cent lets than in 1865, and 60 per cent 
1m than In 1894.

The first railroad of the Klondike has 


aeen completed. It is a railroad and 
,ret not a railroad, m that it is an 
lerial tramwaj; but it will answer a 
jreat purpose, for it solies the most 
learful problem of the overland jour- 
ney to the New Eldorado—how to cross 
Ch.lkat pass in ease and safety. 


The tramway starts at Taiya, which 


Is ihe end of the nearest part water 
route from the United States to th" 
Klondike. From this point it is neces-' 
sar}- for the emigrant to journey fully 
TOO miles over the mountains and 
through the pitiless Chilkat pass, 
where even now the way is lined with 
graves of prospectors in much the 
bame fashion that the old route to 
California was fairly "blazed out" 
through the desert and the wilderness 
by tbe resting places of the toilers who 
died while pursuing their perilous jour- 
u,>y 


It is at Taiya that the tramway bp- 


ginb. The first section runs to the 
mouth of what is called Taiya cany on. 
Thence another aerial tramway runs 
tor a distance of four miles to Sheep 
Camp. 
The third section runs from 


Slieep Camp oier Chilkat pass aiid 
down to Crater lake, a distance of 3l/j 
miles. 


It must not be taippnscd that regular 


passenger cars travel on these lines 
The aerial tratnuay is moie like the 
isystem b> vs hich the little change boxes 


novice can understand from this some- 
thing of the danger that the gold seek- 
ers who trudge over Chilkat to the Klon- 
dike had to face. 


The building of the line is in itself a 


triumph both of engineering and of for- 
titude. The topography of the section 
over which the tiamway runs is such 
•es to preclude the possibility of con- 
structing an ordinary railroad line. 
Locomotives can climb Pike's peak; 
they can circle around the loop up past 
Georgetown to Graymount in Colorado; 
but when it comes to the task of going 
through Chilkat pass the locomotive 
must stand aside and give way to the 
tramway. 


The men who constructed the latter 


had to bear in mind that the supports 
of their aerial transportation line must 
be of such a nature and of sufficient 
strength to preclude even the possi- 
bility of accident. Disaster in the 
vicinity of the Chilkat would mean the 
destruction of all the freight and the 
loss of all the lives on the train. Dur- 
ing the construction the weather was 
fearful, and the hardships the work- 
men were forced to endure were in some 
instances almost equal to those of Arc- 
tic explorers 


Stout hearts and strong bodies have 


at last, however, won the day, and the 
emigrant bound Klondikeward needs 
no longer dread the terrors of the Chil- 
kat. In fact, the building of this aerial 
line is almost as great a boon to tho 
Klondike region as was the completion 
of the first railroad over which passen- 
gers could travel to the gateway of the 
Pacific. 


GLASS ROOFING TILES. 


Chicago Firm Takes the Initial Step

than the ordinary railroad. The ac- 
companjing illustration indicates ju&t 
how the miners and their outfits will 
be carried. Primarily the tramway is 
lor freight, because it is in the trans- 
uui'ulion of freight that the greatest 
profit lies, but passengers will be per- 
mitted to journey with the goods oc- 
casionally, pro\ided they are willing 
to eudine the very rude accommoda- 
tion that such a method of traveling 
altords. 


Hugh C. Wallace, president of the 


Chilkat Ilailroad & Transport com- 
pany, ii\cs the minimum capacity of 
the road at 120 tons of freight per day. 
No estimate is made as to passengers, 
but it is the company's expectation 
that each day there will be carried the 
outfits of from 400 to 500 miners. Inas- 
much as it is estimated that fully 75,000 
miners, or would-be miners, will try to 
enter the Klondike the coming season 
by way of Taiya, one can imagine that 
this queer but very convenient railway 
will be kept rather busy. 


It may seem at first that the line is 


a very short one for so much to be 
made of it, but what it really accom- 
plishes may best be understood when it 
is considered that under previous con- 
ditions, even in fairly good weather, it 
has taken a miner 30 days to make the 
journey that the tramway makes pos- 
f.iole in a few hours. It therefore saves 
just about a month of the trip to the 
Klondike—quite a saving when it is 
considered that Dawson City is 1,437 
miles from Seattle. 


Men who know—experienced miners 


and prospectors in Alaska and the 
country north—declare that the re- 
moval of this difficulty really marks the 
disappearance of the greatest peril and 
hardship of the journey to the gold 
fields. It will also reduce the cost of 
such a journey one-third. 


Another fact of interest relative to 


this road is that it is the longest of all 
the tramways in existence. Heretofore 
there have been lines as long as three 
and four miles, and the length dwindles 
down from that to a fow hundred feet; 
so this is by far the greatest achieve- 
ment in the tramway building line yet 
recorded. 


The passengers on the line will suffer 


a little from cold weather, it is likely, 
for on Chilkat pass the summer would 
seem no summer at all to persons un- 
accustomed to those northern latitudes. 
Th« bltasid that recently swept down 
upon the United States is ft first cousin 
to ereiyday weather in Chilkat.. The 


A roofing concern in Chicago has al- 
ready made glass roofs possible, and 
the progress of invention seems likelj 
to supply the walls in a short time. 


The new transparent roof is the re- 


sult of the now well-known Invention 
of the roofing tile. Fifteen years ago 
roofs, even of the most costly and dec- 
orative buildings, were made either of 
tin, slate, gravel or shingles. Of these 
materials slate w as the standby for all 
pretentious structures. But to-day al- 
most every costly building has a tile 
roof, made of baked clay and colored to 
suit the decorations of the structure. 


The new glass roofs are made in this 


tile form. Each block of glass is cast 
in a mold, so that it easily fits on the 
T-iron foundations used for the ordi- 
nary tiles. Up to date, the service of 
the transparent tiles has been entire- 
ly in making large skj lights in roofs, 
and their shape in such cases has been 
obliged necessarily to conform to the 
general mode of structure of thereof 
But it is easily feasible to build the 
roof entirely of gloss, instead of hav- 
ing a portion of tile and the rest of 
gloss, and the next development in the 
roofing art is likely to be in this di 
rection. 


The glass roofing tiles are made in 


two colors. One of them is nrarlj clear 
white, but the other is a handsome red 
to match the tiles it supersedes. Bui 
it is just as practicable to make thr 
glass plates in any color desired, end 
the glass roof of the next century build- 
ing will be the shade which best fits in 
with the color scheme of the design 
ing architect. 


These new glass tiles are now in use 


on the Orrington Lunt library at the 
'Northwestern university, the Winona 
Methodist church, and several build- 
ings of less importance in this licini- 
tj'. 
Their more extended use is ex- 


pected by the inventor. The entire top 
story of a building may be made by 
them as well lighted as a photogra- 
pher's gallery, and many useless attics 
in the present system of architecture 
could be made valuable by glass roofs. 


In both the questions of expense and 


weight the glass tiles are a little higher 
than the ordinary articles of clay, but 
improved machinery and more general 
use will likely remedy both defects. 
Thus the initial step for glass houses 
has been taken.—Chicago Tribune. 


A Rival to tbe Bicycle. 


At last, if reports may be credited, a 


possible rival to the bicycle has ap- 
peared, and it is a pneumatic skate, on 
which it is possible to travel with ease 
15 miles nn hour. To a steel frame are 
attached two small forks, carrying min- 
iature bicycle wheels five inches in di- 
ameter. Special shoes are required, 
and a leather anklet running half- 
way to the knee completes the attach- 
ment. It is said to be necessary to 
have Instruction in the use of these 
skates, as they are difficult to master, 
and it is almost impossible to stand still 
on them. They can be used on almost 
any hard road, and excellent speed ob- 
tained from them. Prices are (25 to 
$30 per pair—as much as many bicycle*. 
If they meet expectations, and the price 
Is reduced, they are likely to beeom* 
popular.

Ool. Samuel T. Gushing, the new com- 


nissary-general of subsistence of the 
army, was appointed to the military 
academy in 1855 from Bhode Island, 
and, being graduated in 1860, went 
immediately into the field during the 
Navajo war in New Mexico. 
He was 


the first regular officer detailed fordnity 
with the signal corps of the army at the 
outbreak of the rebellion and by trans- 
fer from the Second infantry wasplaced 
in charge of the camp of signal instruc- 
tion at Red Hill, District of Columbia, 
where he taught the volunteer officers 
detailed from the Army of the Potomac, 
cending proficient men rapidly to the 
commands of Grant, Hallock, Buell, 
Thomas, Butler, Sherman, Banks, Pope 
and the others, where they acted as in- 
structors, thus fully equipping the en- 
tire army with a capable signal organi- 
zation. 


Capt. Cushing, in March, 1362, while 


Maj. 
Myer was with McClellam in the 


field, assumed the office of signal officer 
in Washington and directed the opera- 
tions of thecorps throughout theUnited 
States. Later he was chief signal officer 
successively to Gens. McClellan, Burn- 
side and Hooker, and at the battle of 
Fredericksburg, Vn., he established the" 
first tone of magnetic telegraph ever 
•used in actual war and exposed to the 
enemy's fire. 


After Chancellorsville he was or- 


dered to West Point to initiate a course 
of signal instruction there, and about 
this time he was recommended for ap- 
pointment, at the age of 24, as lieuten- 
ant-colonel of the signal corps, which 
liad just been authorized by congress. 
He declined the appointment a» major

There is one phase of the great strike 


now going on in New England that has 
BO far escaped attention. It is that the 
boys, and girls share in the contest. 
Of the 10,000 cottou mill workers in the 
cities of New Bedford and Fall River, 
where the strike is ou in greatest force 
at present, there are at least 10,000 un- 
der 20, and half that number are mere 
children, not 16 years of age. These 
young workmen are as enthusiastic in 
the fight against a reduction of pay as 
are any of the older hands. They were 
even more ready to go out on strike 
for, 
being joung and not having out- 


grown a fondness for holidays, they did 
not object to the prospects of a rest 
from their unceasing round of toil. 


The backboys have probably the 


youngest labor union in the country, 
for the average age of the members 
cannot be more than 16 or 17. But 
trades unionism is born and bred in 
these youngsters; indeed, it was 
brought over from Lancashire by their 
parents, many of whom came from the 
great cottoa spinning district of Eng- 
land. Most of the boys are well versed 
in the arguments of the labor leaders, 
and can reel them off at an astonisEing 
rate. Here is what the secretary of the 
union, a bright-eyed Englishman of 
18, gave as his idea of what that or- 
ganization will do for the boys:

yarn is unreeling properly, and in gen- 
eral do everything that the workman 
ells them to. They don't often get a 
chance to try running the looms or 
'rames until they have been a long 
time in the mill, for the operative is 
ivary of letting the ambitious young- 
ster touch his own part of the work, 
since any flaw in the cloth costs him 
Dart of his wages. 


The doffers, backboys and helpers of 


all kinds who tiork in the cotton mills 
have no easy life. They are up at six 
in the morning and away to the mill 
at 6:30. There they remain until six 
at night, not even going outside the 
factory during the noon hour unless 
they happen to live near by. This is 
their regular round every day but Sat- 
urday, when the mil! closes at fonr, and 
Sunday, nlien they do not work at all. 
For their 58 hours of work they re- 
ceive $2.50, or possibly three dollars— 
about four cents per hour! 


They all come from poverty-stricken 


domes, \vhere father, mother and chil- 
dren nil work at the looms; and their 
home life in the bare and dreary tene- 
ments is scarcely more pleasant than 
the hours they spend in the mill. Some 
of their lives make very sad stories 
The superintendent of schools in Fall 
River told me of one such case. 
In 


the niprhf school, when' the boys and 
girls uho -vork during the clay have a 
chance to learn to read and write, a 
composition was set and the scholars 
were asked to write on the subject:

There are at present about 200 mem- 


bers in the Backbojs' union, but it is 
expected that when thej get started 
their membership will grow rapidlj. 
Whate\er outsidcis may think of their 
association, it is certain that the bojs 
know what they are about and that 
thcj' belieie the union, will bring them 
many advantages. 


The question that naturally arises on 


hearing of this army of youngsters 
among the factory operathes is: What 
on earth do so many children find to do 
m the mills? The answer is simple 
enough to anybody who has seen them 
in operation, for it is a fact that a large 
part of the work of turning out the 
millions of yards of cotton cloth that 
are made in this country every } ear is 
ione by boys and girls. They are em- 
plojed to assist the spinners who run 
the mules and the weavers at the 
looms. Some of them are carders, em- 
ployed in the lighter work of almost 
every dcpaitment. A "mule," remem- 
ber, is the great frame, 20 feet or more 
wide, on which the cotton fiber is con- 
verted into thread, or yarn, as it is 
called in the mills. It moves back- 
wards and forwards on nn iron track, 
drawing out the fleecy cotton into fine 
strands, which are reeled off to big 
spools, ready for the looms. On the 
looms thesa threads are unwound, an<; 
are united by the swift-moving shuttles 
to form the fabrics which, we see pilcc 
up in the stores. 


Both in the spinning and the weav- 


ing-rooms each operative attends to sev- 
eral machines and has one or two as 
Bistants, who are boys or girls. These 
are, 
in a sense, apprentices; they are 


learning- the trade, and in time are like 
ly to become spinners and weavers 
themselves. Like apprentices, too, they 
do a great deal of work and receive veri 
small pay. 


As one old workman put it, "there's a 


lot of leg<frork in a, cotton mill;" nn< 
most of this falls to the share ot the

;-lad to siy that as s,oou as the facts 
icame known the boj's cheerless life 
vas gladdened by at leabt one happy 
Jay which he is likely to remember. 


But in spite of the hopeless lot of a 
i-w, most of the boj s and girls who 
vorlc in the millb are ambitious and full 
if fun, like others oC tlieir age. It is 
musing to an older person to note the 
iiisinessliite ways which the boys quick 
y take en. As has been stated, the 
jackbojs of Fall liner—which is the 
apital of the cotton-spinning industry 
n this country and contains 30,000 op 
eiathes—lla^e formed a union, and 1 
attended one of its meetings. The boj s 
iad evidently learned from the older 
men how to conduct a meeting, for 
everything1 was done in due order. It 
vas decided to ask the Weavers'union 
'.OT recognition—which was afterwaul 
granted. This means that while the 
strike lasts the backboys as well ap 
other workers will be able to draw un 
the full treasuries of the older asso- 
ciations. In case tbere is a strike in 
some other district after they go bark 
to work they may be asked to contrib- 
ute 25 cents per week from their wages 
to help support those strikers; but so 
inn is their faith in the benefits of 
their union that they will willingly give 
up one-tenth of their scanty earnings 
For its sake.
